FIRST. ANNUAL CONGRESS. 


“THE ‘QUESTION OF 
-» SUPERANNUATION. - 
a a es 


The first annual Congress of the Irish Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction Officers’ 
Organisation was held yesterday in the City 
of Dublin Technical Scheols, Parnell square, 
under the presidency of Mr. J. Ryan (Nenagh), 
Chairman of the Congress, The attendance 
was large. 

The Chairman stated that they had reached 
a very important stage in the history of their 
work. Very great changes were coming into 
operation, and as the Department under 
which they served was itself bei taken 
up, or, at all events, having its work trans- 
ferred -to different Ministries, they had to 
consider how these changes would affect .their 
interests. The time had come when con- 
ference, such as the present, would- give an 
opportunity of showing to the people and 
impressing on the mind of the nation the 
importance of their work, á 

e only way in which they could expect 
to have influence on administration and legis- 
lation would be by a strong unified organisa- 
tion which would be able to speak on their 
behalf.. They had worked in the closest co- 
operation with other bodies in Ireland, par- 
ticularly with the national teachers and 
secondary teachers. They had now an 
organisation of their own, and it rested with 
themselves to use it advantageously in their 


own interests, 
THE REPORT. 

The report of the Central Executive Com- 
mittee was submitted by Mr. F. M‘Namara, 
Acting Secretary. It stated that the member- 
ship of the Association was 350; the number 
of regions in the Free State, 29; and the 
number of regional committees, 24. — . 

Various matters relating to organisation 
weré then discussed. A_ resolution was 
adopted asking the Department to grant 
facilities to whole-time employés engaged as 
agricultural overseers to attend educational 
congresses held under the auspices of the 


Association. 
NO PARTITION. 

The constitution of the organisation was 
submitted to the Congress. As regarded 
membership, it was decided to make no dis- 
tinction between eligible officers on the score 
of whether they resided in the Free State or 
It was remarked that 
they had enough partition as it was, without 
accentuating it, If they could get these 
officers in the Six Counties so much the 
better. 

It was decided that Congress should have 
power to elect, in addition to the Chairman, 
a President, who need not necessarily be a 
member of the organisation. 

HONORARY OFFICERS. 

Mr. George Ruégsell (“4”) was unani- 
mously re-elected President. of the organisa- 
tion for the ensuing year. Mr. P. Duffy 
(Cavan) was elected to the position of Chair- 
man; and the position of Hon. Secretary was 
filled by Mr. E. Weldon (Cork). Mr. John 
J. O'Connor (Cork) was “os Hon. 
Treasurer. Mr. K. P. Brazill (Waterford) 
and Dr. MacDonald (Kingstown) were ap- 
pointed as Hon. Auditors. 

SUPERANNUATION. 

Dr. MacDonald raised the question of super- 
annuation. He urged that they should seek 
to have definitely fixed the question of super- 
annuation, and his suggestion was that some 
clause might be inserted in the Minister of 
Education’s Bill safeguarding the persons 
holding the present appointments, and, 

ossibly, arranging for the safeguarding of 
uture appointments. He thought that the 
Central Executive should consider the matter. 

Mr. McNamara said that there had been 
a great deal of correspondence on this matter 
with various officers throughout the country. 
The point appeared to him to he that the 
local authorities, to a large extent, ignored 
the claims of such officers, and the question 
was what could’ be done to ‘get the Act 
operated in regard to those officers who were 
entitled to superannuation. A great many 
officers had forfeited their rights under the 
Act by not taking the proper steps at the 
right time. 

Mr. T. J. Hurley gaid that the 1919 Act 
was so incomplete that they had no security 
under it whatever. 

Mr. J. P. O'Reilly moved a resolution ‘that 
the Government should be requested to grant 
facilities. for the retirement. of | officers 
having the requisite number of years’ 
service, who were anxious to retire. He 
also suggested that:the Congress should ask 
the different committees to approve the 
closing down of all departments for a week as 
a protest against the delay in urging forward 
a pension scheme. They had been complain- 
ing for years about the absence of a pension 
fund. National teachers and asylum officers 
had their superannuation funds, and; if they 
could put forward their claims in some 
dramatic or spectacular form, something might 
be done. 

Mr. Burke seconded the motion, which was 
passed, © 

Dr. MacDonald said that he was quis 
opposed to the closing of the schools, whic 
would only be punishing, so to speak, the 
wrong people. He agreed, of course, with 
the first part of the resolution. 

Mr. Hurley said that he would be glad to 
receive any other suggestion which would 
lead to effective results. 

A PROTEST. 

Mr. John J. O'Connor proposed :— 

“That, despite several promises of the De- 
partment to introduce an adequate scale of 
salary and a pension scheme for whole-time 
officers of our committees, we regret to state 
that little or nothing has been done by the 
_Technical Instruction branch since 1902 to 
give effect to these promises. We strongly 
protest against this unfair treatment, and we 
ask the committees to use such means ‘as will 
compel the Department to keep faith with us. 
That copies of this resolution be sent to the 
Minister of Education, the Minister of Finance 
and the committees in the twenty-six 
counties. * ! 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. Hurley 
and passed, 
LOW STANDARD OF EDUCATION. 
Mr. C. E. McCarthy drew attention to one 
of the chief difficulties which confronted them 
in their work. It consisted in the low standard 
of elementary education found among the rural 
classes. Children of ten or eleven years were 
taken away from school, and when they came 
to receive technical instruction their teachers 
had to spend half their time teaching them 
what they should have learned in the primary 
school. ere was Only one remedy for this 
state of affairs, and that was compulsory at- 
tendance. He was sure that if they had a 
scheme of compulsory attendance their 
schemes of agricultural and technical educa- 
tion in their respective counties would be 100 

per cent. ahead of what it was at present 

The speaker put forward a resolution. calling 
for the enforcement of compulsory attendance 
in the primary schouls, which was seconded 
by Mr. O'Reilly and passed. 

A resolution was passed urging that the 
rate for Trish shoiild be stabilised, and that 
the position of whole-time Irish teachers as 
regarded fixity of tenure and pensions should 
be secured. 

Other matters were discussed, and the 
Congress then concluded. |

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CASH ON DELIVERY. 


FREE STATE. PARCEL 
POST INNOVATION. 


———— ' 


It is announced by the Free State Postal 
authorities that arrangements are being made 
for the introduction, as from Monday, the 
2lst inst., of an inland parcel cash on 
delivery service, which will prévide for the 
collection from the addressee by the 
Office of the value or “trade charge” of an 
atticle sent by parcel post, and the trans- 
mission to the sender of the amount collected 
by means of a money order. 

The service will apply only to parcels (regis- 
tered and unregistered) nert gi within the 
Irish Free State for delivery within the Irish 
Free State. The parcels will be accepted at 
head offices, town branch offices, and im- 
portant sub-offices only. The service will be 
experimental for a period of at least six 
months. Whether it can be permanently con- 
tinued will depend upon the extent ‘to which 
the public make use of it. 

A special cash on delivery fee, varymg 
according to the amount of the trade charge 
to be collected, will be charged by the Post 
Office for the service. he scale is as 
follows—1ls. where the amount of trade charge 
does not exceed £5, 1s. 6d. where the amount 
is between £5 and £10, 2s. where the amount 
is between £10 and £15, and 2s. 6d. where 
the amount is between £15 and £20. The 
fee, which will be prepaid by the sender, will 
be additional to the ordinary postage and to 
any other charges. 

Parcels will not be delivered until all 
charges due have been paid, and cheques will 
not 'be accepted in settlement of charges. Any 
parcel on which the amcunt to be collected 
exceeds £10, will not be sent out for delivery, 
but will be retained at the delivery post office 
for a period not exceeding 10 days, the 
addressee being advised of its arrival. Also, 
any parcel which, ffom any cause, cannot be 
delivered when first sent out will be held at 
the Post Office for 10 days before being 
treated as-undeliverable. Such, at the ex- 
piration of ten days, will be returned to the 
sender, who will be required to pay return 
postage. 

The amount of the trade charge collected 
from the addressee will be remitted to the 
sender by money order without deduction, 
and sufficient particulars will be given on the 
order to enable the sender to identify the 
parcel to which it relates. 

Full details as to the regulations and con- 
ditions applicable to the service will shortly 
be eeailable at all post offices at which cash 
on delivery parcels will be accepted. : 
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BEACH LIFE. 


AN ENEMY OF THE OYSTER. 


Having dealt in his first lecture on “' Some 
Problems of Sea Shore Life,” with animals 
that cling to rocks, Professor J. Bayley 
Butler, in the second of his lectures under 
the auspices of the Royal Dublin Society, 
yesterday, spoke of the anima] life to be 
found on sandy beaches and in rock-pools. 
The problems for these creatures were more 
difficult, he suggested, than those before the 
rock-clinger. Some of the animals, to avoid 
being carried away in the swirl of the sea on 
the beach: got slightly -under the surface of 
the sand, in which case their shells might 
be thick and spherical to withstand the beat- 
ing of the breakers and the blows of materia] 
flung down in the surf; others went deeper, 
and had thinner shells of wedge-shape or 
elongated to assist burrowing. Some of these 
animals sent tentacles to the surface for food. 
Others passed through their gills the sea 


| water soaked down through the sand. Many 


shell-fish were so small as to appear like 
particles of sand themselves, and, viewed 
under the microscope, were often extremely 
beautiful in appearance. The sand of a beach 
consisted partly of particles of minefals and 
partly of the remains of multitudes of tiny 
sea animals. 

Lhe lecturer described the method by which 
a star-fish opened an oyster, which had less 
power of endurance and got. worn down in 
its efforts to resist the star-fish. | Oyster 
fishers, recognising the star-fish as an enemy, 
used to desiroy (as they thought) any star-fish 
they could catch by cutting them in pieces 
and throwing the pieces back into the sea, 
They did not realise that one arm of a atar- 
fish could grow another four, and so become 
a new complete star-fish. The lecturer shdwed 
on the screen the shadow of a two-armed star- 
fish, on which two other arms had begun to 
grow, and were seen as stumps. 

The shadows of other live animals were 
shown on the screen—in particular, a number 


of crabs of different varieties. A sea-squirt | 


declined to perform for the audience, and 
the lecturer said that it had probably been 
handled ‘too much and no longer minded 
being touched. A less blasé specimen would 
have contracted ‘at a touch and thrown out a 
squirt,

sion. 

The case had been brought against Mrs. 
McGuinness, a shopkeeper, in Knockatallan, 
for having poteen in her possession. At the 
first hearing one of the witnesses for the de- 
fence swore that Private Magee placed the 
bottle behind a sack of flour in Mrs. McGuin- 
ness’s house while Lieutenant O'Boyle was 
searching other soldiers on the premises. 

The case had been adjourned for 
the examination of Private Magee. 
Magee told the Court that -he was in 
Scotstown on the day in question, and on fis 
way from the village he met a little boy, 
whom he instructed to get him a pint of 
whiskey. He did not know the boy, nor did 
he know where he had got the whiskey. It 
was this bottle that he placed behind the 
sack of flour in Mrs. McGuinness’s house. 

The Justice dismissed the case against. Mrs. 
McGuinness, but held that the bottie con- 
tained poteen, and imposed the penalty stzted 
on the soldier. 

The Civic Guard took Private Magee into 
custody, and removed him to prison.

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MONAGHAN MURDER 
 CHARGF. 


. SHOOTING OF A FREE 
STATE SOLDIER. 


COMRADES’ EVIDENCE. 


Before District Justice Hannan, at 
Monaghan yesterday, Private James - J. 
Graham, of the Free State Army, was charged 
with the shooting of Private Fitzgerald, a 
native of Cork, who was attached to the 
Customs Brigade at Monaghan. 

Mr. J. J. Keenan, State Solicitor (in- 
structed by Superintendent Jeremiah 
Murphy), prosecuted. Mr. D. X. Keenan de- 
fended. 

Lieutenant Peter Bishop, one of the 
officers in charge of the Monaghan garrisgn, 
who is now stationed at Clones, was the first 
witness. He gave evidence as to receiving 
a report from the accused that four .soldiers 
in the town were kicking up a row, and had 
obstructed him in the discharge of his duty. 
Hel wont out with Private Graham, and the 
soldiers passed him in the street without 
saluting him. One of the. soldiers was 
Private Fitzgerald, who became aggressive 
when witness put the question to the four 
of them—‘‘If they were the men who ob- 
structed the P.A.” Fitagerald said—‘‘ Do you 
accuse me of that?’’ Witness ordered him 
to take his hands from his pockets and 
answer the question, as he was speaking to 
an officer. ‘Fitaperald said—‘‘ Do you want 
to tie me to those rails?’’ pointing to the 
rails of the parochial house, and added— 
“ Can a soldier do nothing at all now”? 

Three of the men, added witness, were 
under the influence of drink. Private Fitz- 
aoe also said that “he did “not give a 

amn about any officer in the barrack.’’ He 
should have arrested them at the time, but 
considered it imprudent to do so, and on his 
going away they shouted and boohed after 
him. They shouted—‘* Up, Cork” and ‘‘ We 
are the boys of the Cork Brigade.” Later 
he went out in search of them with Com- 


mandant Magill. When he returned to 


Fitzgerald had been shot. 

In cross-examination, witness stated that 
the accused was an efficient soldier, who bore 
an’ excellent character in the Army, and 
never took drink. Witness knew that the 
risoner carried a revolver when he left the 
arrack. 

SHOOTING DESCRIBED. 

Private Patrick McGrory, military police- 
man, who accompanied the accused on. the 
night in question, told the story of the con- 
duct of the soldiers in the town, and de- 


| scribed the affair down to the point where 


the four soldiers were coming into barracks, 
and Graham and he turned away from the 
gate, thinking that the soldiers would go in 
quietly. Fitzgerald struck witness over the 
left eye, and witness stepped back and called 
for the guard. Then, - said, Fitzgerald 
turned from me, took off his overcoat, and 
made a rush at. Graham. The Ahernes came 
towards me, but I heard a shot before they 
reached me, and saw Priwate Fitzgerald put 
his hands to his side and stagger. I heard 
him shouting that he was shot, and saw him 
falling. When Fitzgerald fell, continued wit- 
ness, Graham was standing near him. His 
revolver was hanging from the lanyard at his 
side. Witness took the revolver from 
Graham, and handed it to the quarter-master 
sergeant, who was officer-in-charge at the 
time. Then the officer accused Graham of 
shooting the mza in the street, and started 
beating him ; other soldiers also beat him, and 
he was placed. under arrest.

BEATEN IN THE CELL. 

Witness further stated that he was beaten 
in the cell by Major Q’Driscoll. During the 
course of that night witness and Graham were 
together with the Guard, and. Graham told 
witneas “that he had: the revolver in his 
hand,” and that Fitzgerald made to hit him, 
and he tried to throw off the blow; and then 
Fitzgerald .caught the revolver by the 


off. Coritinding; the Witness’ ‘skid. that the 
impression he had was that when the muzzle 
was pulled up, Graham's hand caught in the 
trigger, and it went off... Graham was in a 
very distressed state, and was crying in the 
cell, 

To the District Justice—Graham was an 
absolutely sober man, and he had never seen 
him under the influence of drink during the 
ten years that he had known him. 

In cross-examination, witness stated that 
the accused and he, when the men came up 
to the barrack gate, walked away, thinking 
that they would go in quietly. 

Lieut. Patrick Gough, Deputy Assistant 
Provost Marshal at Dundalk, said that the 
accused was the senior military policeman at 
Monaghan, and was entitled as such to carry 
a revolver, There were only the two military 
policemen in Monaghan, and where there 
were only a few the troops sometimes tried 
to get the best of them. is instructions to 
Private Graham were, if they were attacked, 
to fire over the heads the troops to frighten 
them. If an attempt was made to disarm 
him, he should fire to wound, and he was 
entitled to kill before surrendering hig arma. 


SPECIAL DUTY. 

Mr. D. X. Kéeenan—Was Graham detailed 
to do special duty in connection with some- 
thing that happened recently, that neces- 
stated his carrying a revolver? 

Witness—Yes. In connection with persons 
entering, the town. 

Private Ahern, a comrade of Fitzgerald, 
was next examined. His evidence was to the 
effect that he and Fitzgerald and the other 
soldiers had from eight to nine bottles of 
stout that night, He remembered meeting the 
police and the officer, and he swore that they 
obeyed the orders to button their coats. 1hey 
used no obscene language. 

With reference to the shooting, he said 
that they were just entering the barracks, 
where the two policemen were standing in 
the square outside the gate, and Private 
Graham, the accused, told Fitzgerald to move 
on and get into barracks at once. , Private 
Fitzgerald turned round and said—‘ What is 
it to you, whether in or not? Is it me you 
are looking for, or is it us you are looking 
for?” Fitzgerald then threw off his coat, and 
went towards the accused in fighting attitude. 
At the same time witness, thinking that his 
comrade was going to be attacked, threw off 
his coat. 

The shot was fired at that moment, and on 
looking he saw Graham with the revolver 
hanging from his side. He could not see who 
fired the shot, but he saw Fitzgerald falling 
into Martin Aherne’s arms. Private Graham 
said to witness: “I shot him, but I did not 
mean it.. God forgive me.” 

His Worship--Would you swear definitely 
that he had the revolver in his hand? 

Witness—Yes; there is no doubt about it. 
Witness added that he did not see what hap- 

ened the revolver, as he took Fitzgerald into 
bis hands, and he died in about two minutes. 


A QUESTION OF SOBRIETY. 

A soldier named Thomas Harte went into 
the box. The Justice, observing his condition, 
asked him had he been in any public-houses 
that day, and he said not, 

Superintendent Murphy said that -he had 
learned that the witness, who came from Bel- 
turbet, had been arrested for drunkenness on 
his arrival. 

The Justice said. that he. could place no 
value on his evidence, and he ordered him to 
be kept in custody until the captain arrived. 

Captain Good came into court, and said that 
in a military sense a man was not considered 
drunk so leng as he was capable of doing his 
duty.

We need not press too far the analogy 
between the Turks, _still a half-barbaric 
race, and our own people, who were the 
apostles of culture in Western Europe;

and towards jubilant and arrogant efforts 
to put sentiment on the throne of ‘sense. 
We ought to be thankful that most of 
the pitfalls have been avoided successfully 
by our own Government and people. The 
Government has made plenty of mistakes ; 
but these would have been far more 
numerous if it had not qualified the first 
enthusiasms of nationhood with a stead- 
fast respect for realities in politics, Its 
reward to-day is the nation’s increasing 
confidence in the destinies of the new 
Ireland. : 


The Pound Sterling. 


Much concern is felt in British financial 
circles as a result of the recent. fall in 
the value of sterling in the United 
States. A year ago the pound fetched 
4.65 dollars in New York, . Yesterday it 
fetched only 4.284-4.31 dollars, and the 
rate on Thursday was so low as 4.25. 
Every drop in the value of sterling has 
a serious effect on British trade with 
the United States.’ Automatically. it in- 
creases. the price of everything which 
British or Free State importers buy in 
America, while at the same. time it lowers 
the price of everything which they sell to 
importers in the United States. Further- 
more, it adds to the already formidable 
burden of debt charges which must be met 
by His Majesty’s Government. At the 
present moment there are no gdod 
economic reasons for a fall in the vAlue of 
sterling in New York. At this time of the 
year, indeed, the pound generally rises in 
comparison with the dollar. The cause of 
the present movement, which may be re- 
garded as a minor “flight from the 
pound,’’ is largely psychological, Since 
the general election in England there has 
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five pounds up to a mazimum of £20. No 
parcels of a value greater than £10 will be 
delivered by the Post Office, but the people 
to whom they are consigned will be notified 


of their arrival, and will be allowed a | 


period of ten days during which they may 
fetch them from the Post Office. This system 
has worked well in other countries, espe- 
cially in the United States, where the 
“ Mail Order’’ business has been developed 
to a remarkable degree. It also ‘s likely to 
be of great advantage to big city firms 
which specialise in “cheap lines.” From 
the point of view of country shopkeepers, 
however, whose ttade is being affected very 
seriously by the deterioration of the 
ordinary postal services, “Cash on 
Delivery ’’ will prove to be a very mixed 
blessing. Be that as it may, we think 
that the new system is worth the six 
months’ trial which the Post Office. pro- 
poses to give it. In the meanwhile much

OPERA IN DUBLIN. 


The suggestion that the British National 
Opera Company may visit Dublin this year 1s 
at present little more than a suggestion. It 
was made in a single sentence by the Chair- 
man of the company, Sir William McCormick, 
at the annual meeting of the company last 
Saturday. He wag deaiing with proposals for 
avoiding further losses, such as that incurred 
by the company in the past year, and, having 
mentioned an increase in the prices of ad- 
mission to their performances, he continued— 
“The number of working weeks, now thirty- 
five in the year, was also to be increased, 
and the company was trying to extend its 
touring organisation by arranging a visit to 
lieland.”

The Use of Freedom. 

The Treaty of Lausanne did for Turkey 
what the Treaty of Downing street did 
for the Irish Free State. When the 
Allied troops marched out of Constan- 
tinople the Turks felt as the majority 
of Irish Nationalists felt when the British 
troops left Dublin. Both had become their 


_ 


“Swn masters and both had got from their 


treaties a good deal more than they ever 
expected to get. In both cases the first 
impulse was towards action which would 
demonstrate the national independence, 
but here the Free State showed its 
superior prudence. It has done few rash 
or unjust things for the mere sake of 
flaunting its freedom in other peoples 
eyes. Young Turkey, on the other hand, 
has done many rash things. It has pro- 
claimed a Republic—a startling departurg 
from Oriental tradition. It has dethroned 
the Caliph. It has shifted the capital from 
Constantinople to a shabby town in a remote 
province. Now it has done another foolish 
thing, though with results that may react 
to ‘the nation’s benefit: it has attacked 


| the liberty of the Press. The Angora 


Government, under the influence of Ismet 
Pasha, prosecuted three editors at Con- 
stantinople on a charge of high treason, 
for the sole offence that they had printed 
the Aga Khan’s letter on the proper status 
of the Caliph. The court, however, 
acquitted the editors, and the verdict 
was received with public enthusiasm. The 
high-handed Ismet has received his first 
lesson in the principles of democracy, 
The Free State Government has realised 
that no nation can be absolutely self-con- 
tained or can venture to ride roughshod 
over its neighbours’ interests. The new 
Government at Angora has less wisdom ; it 
has declared an economic war on the foreign 
communities. Foreign business at Constan- 
tinople is being paralysed by. various 
methods of extortion and obstruction. 
Import regulations at the Customs are 
changed constantly. New tariffs, some- 
times equivalent to prohibition, are im- 
posed arbitrarily and without warning. 
Naturally, the Government desires to help 
Turkish products; but, unlike the Free 
State Government, it has not approached 
the question of tariffs cautiously and 
scientifically, and it seems to be acting 
under the spasmodic pressure of par- 
ticular native industries. This very 
danger, in the case of Ireland, was 
discussed fully in the Fisca] Commission’s 
recent report. Furthermore, the new 
nationalism insists upon the employment 
of Moslem Turks by foreign companies, 
and fifty per cent, of the non-Moslem staffs 
of these companies have been dismissed 
during the past three months. The 
immediate result has been a great increase 
of inefficiency in the public services. For 
instance, tramway accidents have multi- 
plied in an alarming fashion at Constan- 
tinople since the company. was forced to 


dismiss its European workers; and, 


through the same cause, the banks are 


donald forms the first British Labour 
Government. Much of the criticism which 
has been advanced against his programme 


-has been well founded. There is no doubt 


that a capital levy stands in the forefront of 
Labour’s political programme, and that, if 
Mr. Macdonald should get the chance, he 
would try to introduce this impast. On 
the other hand, there is not the slightest 
doubt that, if he should attempt to force 
this issue during the lifetime of the coming 
Parliament, Liberals and Conservatives 
would combine immediately to hurl him 
from - office. There is no fear of a 
capital levy in England while the 
Labour Party remains in a minority of 
the House of Commons. Nevertheless, 
so much has been said about the levy 
that many people have been taking their 
capital out of the country and investing it 
in American, Swiss and other securities. 
The result, naturally, has been a decided 
fall in the value of sterling, and this move- 
ment again has impelled others to “fly 
from the pound.’” A year ago large sums 
of money were brought from Switzerland 
to England in consequence of the proposal 
to institute a capital levy by the Swiss. 
Now the reverse process is taking place, 
with the result that British exchange with 
Berne also has fallen. The whole business 
ought to teach Socialists, on the one 
hand, that they cannot promulgate their 
fantastic theories without serious damage 
to their country’s interests, and anti- 
Socialists, on the other, that unnécessary 
“ scares’? are bound to do mischief, A 
capital. levy in England would be 
disastrous, but a Labour Government. need 
not mean the end of all things, and those 
who are contemplating the removal of their 
capital to America or any other country 
would be well advised to look before they 
leap.

East and West. 


The white race has been faced with 
universal revolution; political éstablish- 
ments and religious institutions have 
been put to tests that have broken 
many and shaken more. New problems, 
new tests, continue to arise, -and, 
when the barbarians swept down on 
the Empire, Europe was not more 
sorely tried than now. In the coming 
year the supreme test, that of the relation 
of East and West. already knit in South 
Africa, may challenge the primacy of the 
white race. dr, Arthur Moore, in the 
Fortnightly Review, declares that Europe's 
turning of its destructive machinery on 
itself, and its packing of trenches .with 
coloured legionaries have shattered Asia’s 
belief in the pretensions of the West. 
Nowhere has the age seen a stranger 
awakening than in China. There, a 
generation that lived, in its youth, as 
Europe lived a thousand years ago has 
passed, in a sudden transition, to the 
electric age. It is as if a race fell asleep in 
Charlemagne’s world and woke up in 
modern New York. A tower on the Great 
Wall that was built to keep the world shut 
out has now been turned intoa “ broadcast- 
ing ’’ station. A Chinese professor, return- 
ing to his native country from America, 
declares that he finds it in advance of 
America ; that its Press is more ambitious 
and intellectually daring than that of the 
white race.. Men are talking of a Chinese 
renaissance that will set the East ahead 
of the ‘West. The praiser of past times 
has a brother in the praiser of far lands, 
but we go with-neither of them. We do 
not despair of the white world, though it 
stands in peril. Its danger lies in con- 
tempt for its own heritage. While learned 
and adventurous men are daily achieving 
fresh marvels of discovery and invention, 
there is a curious apathy among the 
“dole ’’-fed masses. The pioneer instinct 
which made plain men builders of empire 
is what is needed, There would have been 
no Drakes if there had been no Salvation 
Yeos. We are told that westward the 
course of empire takes its way, but we 
must remember that too far west is east.

FORCES ON THE FRONTIER:

LONDON, Friday.

NEW NAVAL BASE.

CAPETOWN INSTEAD OF 
SINGAPORE? 


From Our Naval CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 

The project of developing a great naval 
base %t the Cape in lieu of the one. at Singa- 
pore has little to commend it on strategical 
grounds, and to choose the site of a new base 
tor the fleet on any other grounds would, of 
course, be irrational, 

In devising the development of Singapore, 
the Admiralty had in mind its comparative 
nearness to Australia, New Zealand, and 
Hong Kong, which are the three possessions 
most likely to invite attack by an Eastern foe. 

A fleet operating from Singapore would 
be in an admirable position to intercept 
any hostile force eoming south to attack 
Australia or New Zealand, while it: would 
at the same. time be only three days steaming 
from Hone Kong. 

But by no possibility could a fleet of battle- 
ships stationed at the Cape reach Australian 
waters in lesa than a fortnight, the distance 


Naval strategists, however, have been 
urging the extension of dockyard facilities at 
the Cape, in view of the enormous importance 
this route would attain if passage through 
the Mediterrariean was denied the British

TOMB. 


THE SHRINE GIVES UP ITS 
SECRET, 
ACTUAL - SARCOPHAGUS 
OF THE KING, 

A MAGNIFICENT PIECE OF 

WORKMANSHIP.

VALLEY OF THE KINGS, 
January 4. 

As yesterday's message, necessarily brief 
owing to the hour at which the event took 
place, recorded, the wonderful blue and gold 
shrine disclosed in the sepulchral chamber last 
February has now given up its secret, con- 
cealed since the inner recesses were originally 
closed 3,200 years ago, and we know now that 
King. Tut-Ankh-Amen has lain within, un- 
plundered and undisturbed, throughout that 
period. 

The revelation has come a little sooner than 
was expected. The task of removing the 
spangled pall which screened the roof of the 
second shrine proved to be simpler than had 
been anticipated, and its displacement re- 
vealed the fact that the frame-work on which 
it rested—framework which effectually pre- 
vented the opening of the doors—could be re- 
meved with but little difficulty. This opera- 
tion was completed on Wednesday last, and 
the doors were thus left clear. 

It was manifest that it would be greatly to 
the advantage of the work if all the doors. of 
the intervening shrines could be opened, and 
a view obtained of the sarcophagus, which it 
was certain was within. Nothing was known 
of its size, although various covjectures and 
deductions had been made, and there was 
every possibility that its dimensions would 
prove to be such as would necessitate special 
tackle to deal with it. If this turned out to 
be the case, a good deal of delay would un- 
doubtedly be avoided, when the time came to 
remove the lid, if the requisite tackle could 
be prepared beforehand. 

Investigation might, of course, reveal ob- 
stacles te the opening of the series of doors 
one after the other, but the experiment was 
certainly worth trving, and Mr. Carter de. 
cided to make it yesterday afternoon. Word 
was, accordingly, sent to Mr. Engelbach, Chief 
Inspector of Antiquities, Upper Egypt, asking 
him to come over to witness the proceedings 
on behalf of the Egyptian Government, and, 
in addition to the working staff, there were 
also present, by Mr. Carter's invitation, Mr. 
Harkness, Chairman of the Committee of 
Trustees, and Mr. Lythgoe, Curator of the 
Egyptian Departntent, and Mr. Winlock, 
Director of the Egyptian Expedition of the 
Metropdjitan Museum, New York. 


INTO THE TOMB. 

At about á o'clock all descended into the 
tomb. That was a moment that will not soon 
be forgotten. There have been two such 
moments in the course of the past season s 
work—one when the tomb was originally 
opened, and the first view obtained of the 
crowded wonders of the ante-chamber, and 
the second when the sealed door was broken 
through and the great gilt blue farence shrine 
behind was revealed, filling the sepulchral 
chamber. Now the shrine itself was able to 
yield up the secret which had been so jealously 
guarded through all these centuries. 

One more such moment awaits us—the time 
when we shall be enabled to raise the sar- 
cophagus lid and see the King in all the 
majesty of death within. For this last ex 


' perience, assuredly the greatest and most Im- | 


pressive of all, we must wait a little longer, 
as patiently as we can, and we should, indeed, 
be greedy of sensation if the thrill of yester- 
day afternoon's event did not suffice to hold 
our curiosity in check. ‘ 

As we moved down the passage through the 
ante-chamber to the improvised steps descend 
ing into the sepulchral hall, our sensations 
were those of suppressed emotion; for if our 
expectations were going to be realised we 
were about to witness a spectacle such as no 
other men in our time have been privileged 
to witness, As if by common accord we 
scarcely spoke, and even: then it was im a 
hushed whigyer. There before us as we stood, 
either in the narrow. passage-way in the 
sepulchral hall, or at the edge oí the ante- 
chamber, towered above us the great gilt 
shrine, with its beautiful decoration of sacred 
emblems and bright blue faience. 

it may be remembered that when the 
sepulchral hall was first entered, last Feb- 
ruary, the doors were found to be not sealed, 
and that on being opened they disclosed, 
within, a second shrine, with, between, a 
quantity of wonderful treasures, such as 
alabaster vases, gilt staves, bows, etc. A 
short while ago these doors, together with the 
treasures, were removed, to facilitate the work 
of recording, and thus the door of the second 
shrine stood fully revealed before our gaze, 
completely | gilt, with magnificent incised 
scenes in relief of King Tut-ankh-amen in 
various attitudes of worshipping, 
tor d bottom bolts -of ebony, Aastened by 
Sond, bn which-the sealing is still intact. 

Carefully the cord was severed and the 
bolts drawn, and the doors opened, and a 
third shriné was revealed, exactly similar, in 
design of gold throughout, like the other two, 
with similar ebony bolts across its doors and 
its cord and sealing still in position, the seal- 
ing in this case being a variant of the regular 


i Royal Necropolis sealing tliat bore the car- 


touche of King Tut-ankh-amen, as well as the 
ordinary representation of a jackal triumphing 
over its nine foes. Upon the doors were re- 
presented, carved upon: the gold, a number of 
curious figures of gods of the underworld. 

In each succeeding shrine the gold was 
cleaner and brighter, and as the successive 
doors stoodg open, their inner faces covered 
with gold, like the outer ones, the sight was 
dazzling, superb, almost blinding in its effect. 
Once more the bolts were drawn and the seal 
cord cut, and then the doors of this third 
shrine were opened, revealing yet a fourth 
shrine, also of gold, brighter and more dazz!- 
ine than the last. ~ This, likewise, had bolts of 
ebony, but there was no sealing. That there 
were now between us and the heart of the 
nest of shrines only the doors confronting us 
was evident from the fact that depicted 
thereon were figures of protective goddesses 
with outstretched wings. 


THE DECISIVE MOMENT. 

The decisive moment was at hand, and we 
all watched with tense excitement, The bolts 
of the last doors were drawn aside, the doors 
swng elowly oven, and there, filling the 
entire @rea within the fourth shrine, and 
effectually barring all further progress, stood 
an enormous sarcophagus of crystalline sand- 
stone, intact, with the lid still firmly in its 
place. At the corners, modelled in the highest 
relief, were figures of the four protective 
goddesses: Isis, Nevhthys, Neith and Selk; 
not standing free, like the exquisite figures 
round the shrine in the store chamber, but 
cut in the stone of the sargophagus itself, 
their arms and wings outstretched along its 
sides, while the entablature ‘comprised a frieze 
of inscriptions, giving the cartouches of King 
Tut-Ankh-Amen; thus conlirming that this 
was his tomb, and that within the sarcophagus 
reposed his morta] remains. 

From the doorway only one end of /the 
sarcophagus could be seen, but that was 
sufficient to show what a magnificent piece of 
work it is; and its vastness, the superb natyre 
of its decoration and carving, and the daazling 
of the golden doors and eides of the various 
shrines, all combined to create an awe-inspiring 
impression, which was accentuated by the 
mystic mauve lights cast on the scene by the 
electric reflector behind us. It was a most 
thrilling moment, and we gazed on the 
spectacie, spellbound and silent. 

Whatever doubts may have existed as to the 
contents of this nest of shrines have thus 
now been effectually set at rest. We have 
seen the actual sarcophagus wherein the King 


hes buried, and therewith, for the time being, 


we must be. content. It will not he possible 
to raise the lid until the shrines themselves 
have been dismantled, and it is useless to 
calculate how long that will take, for, as 
previous dispatches have shown, the task 
involved is stupendously difficult. 

Of one thing the world may rest assured. 
When the time comes for the lid to be raised 
and the mummy of the King disturbed, Mr. 
Carter and his associates will carry out the 
task as reverently as possible, and, after 
scientific records havé been made, his body 
will be left in peace within the tomb. 
ssed a wish to Mr. 
Carter last summer that this should be done, 
and, so far as lies in the latter’s power, he 
will ensure that this wish, which. exactly 
interprets the late Lord aca feelings, 
is carried into effect.—(7'imes World Copy-

The Very Rev, David Canon Keane, P.P., 
Glin, Co. Limerick, was born in Ballyagran, 
in that county, in 1872. Educated at t. 
‘olman’s College, Fermoy, and St. 
Munchin’s¥ College, Limerick, he went to 
Maynooth in 1889, where he was ordained six 
vears later by Most Rev. Dr, Walsh, then 
Archbishop of Dublin. He was then pro- 
moted to the Dunboyne establishment, and 
in 1886 was appointed to the staff of St. 
Munchin’s College, the President of which he 
became thirteen years later. 

He was made a Canon of the Diocesan 
Chapter in December 1919, and in June, 
1920, was appointed Parish Priest of Glin. 
His ministerial career in Limerick was de- 
voted to his ecclesiastical duties, as le 
seldom took part in political affairs. His ele- 
velation to the. Episcopacy has given great 
satisfaction in the diocese, especially amongst 
the priesthood. 

The new Bishop is brother of a well-known 
Youghal solicitor, Mr. John L. Keane.

QUESTION. OF HOUSING 
VISITORS TO DUBLIN, 


POSTM ASTER-GENERAL'S 
APPEAL TO CITIZENS.

Mr. Raymond Judd, M.A., presided at a 
conference of representatives of various public 
boards and other interested parties which 
was held at the Aonach ‘ailteann offices, 
College street, Dublin, yesterday, tor the pur- 
pose of discussing the question of accommoda- 
tion of visitors to the Tailteann Games. 

The attendance included the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, Mr. J. J. Walsh, Postmaster-General ; 
Sir John O'Connell, Vice-President, Incor- 
porated Law Society of Ireland ; Messrs. H. 
bh. Moore, President, Incorporated Law Society 
of lreland; L. J. O'Toole, W. E. Thrift, 
F.,T.C.D.; Felix Hackett, D.Sc.; W. M 
Forsvthe. J P. MacCabe, U.D.C., Blackrock ; 
M. Foley, Seacombe Mason, Town Clerk. Rath- 
mines; P. Connolly, Chairman, Dublin County 
Council; J. V. Lawless, Secretary, Dublin 
County Council; John McCall, Town Clerk, 

' Thomas J. Nally, F. Fahy, T.D.; 
Duffy, P. T. MacGinley, A. W. 
Hewett, Herbert Malley, U.D.C., Bray;

The Provost of Trinity College wrote re- 
gretting that he was unable to attend the 
meeting, but Professor Thrift, he explained, 
would attend in his place and indicate how 
far the authorities of Dublin University could 
help in the matter under consideration. 

** 100,000 AMERICANS.” 

The Chairman said that they all hoped that 
there would be a great many visitors in Dublin 
during the summer when the Games were on. 
The Commitiee of Inquiry which was set up 
had made a report, which would be later 
submitted. Some people said that there would 
be 30,000 visitors, but he had seen a morning 
paper poster which stated that there would 
be 100,000 from America alone. 

They had to rise to the occasion and see 
what accommodation could be found. There 
was a similar task to be undertaken in London 
in connection with the British Empire Exhibi- 
tion. 

The Chairman then referred to the re 
port of the Committee oí Inquiry dealing 
with the accommocjation question. Par- 
ticulars were to be obtained at once of 
the accommodation available in Dublin 
City and at places in the county, in 
hotels, boarding-houses and private houses. 
That would be done by advertising through 
ithe Press, etc. Private houses were the key 
of the position. It was essential that the 
civic authorities and all public-spirited. men 
should lend their support towards coping with 
this problem, 

MR. WALSH'S APPEAL. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh, P.M.G., Director of the 
Games, said that the problem of accommodat- 
ing visitors to the Games had been occupying 
the attention of the Council for some time 
past. Hotel accommodation was at the pre- 
sent time short of the normal capacity. There- 
fore, it could be taken that in considering this 
question hotels were a secondary consideration. 
People did not maintain hotels for abnormal 
situations, and those who talked of the short 
age of hotel accommodation appeired to have 
given very little consideration to the subject. 
Lowdon was faced with a similar difficulty to 
that of Dublin, but over there the shortage 
was being met bv a general canvass of private 
householders with a view to co-operation. 
and already over 4.000, who normally would 
never dream of accommodating anybody but 
members of their own families, had agreed to 
oven their doors to foreign visitors to the 
Empire Exhibition. 

It was, therefore, a patriotic duty to ac 
commocate visitors en an ‘like the 
Tailteann Games. The purpose of that meet 
ing was to institute a system of committees 
throughout the City and County of Dublin, 
and even beyond. These committees, which 
would be at least forty in number, would 
work under the main Committee, and 
through that machinery they proposed to 
supply the equipment for a complete canvass 
of private hovseholders. 

As the Games approached, a /centra] in- 
formation bttrreau, whith would also a¢t bs a 
collecting and distributing station, would be 
established, and through the organisation ef 
vehicles, appreciably augmented for the occa- 
sion, and under the direction of another com- 
mittee, which was already working, they were 
satisfied that it would be possible: to grapple 
with the problem of excess accommodation. 
It would be idle to ignore the fact that this 
was an extremely heavy and difficult phase 
of the Games organisation, but it had been 
considerably simplified by the fact tnat the 
existing hotels, and particularly the 
restaurants, were able to meet with any in- 
rush in the direction of catering. 

The men who constituted the General 
Council fully realised that this question of 
accommodation was one that brooked no mis- 
handling. They, therefore, appealed, in the 
first instance, for volunteers to man theig 
different sub-committees throughout the city 
and. county, and to the general public who 
had rooms to spare to rise to the oecasion; so 
thatdoreigners who visited their shores would 
realize that. no matter what the internal 
political and social difficulties of the Free 
State might be, the people were at Jeast 
hospitable and business-like.

R. J. Kidney, F.A.A., Secretary, Hotel, 
Restaurant and Catering Association of Ire- 
land; Mr. A. W. Hewett (Messrs. Hewett’s 
Tourist Office), Mrs. H. Kennedy, Mrs. C. 
O'Sullivan, publicity members of the General 
Council. and such others of the representa- 
tive Dublin people present who would be pre- 
pared to act on the Committee, 

Mr. P. T. MacGinley seconded the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Moore. President of the In- 
corporated Law Society of Treland, said that 
it was a very wise proceeding to appoint such 
a representative Committee, and he had no 
doubt they would do their work well. , He 
represented the legal profession, and not sport, 
but although a lawyer he always took a great 
interest in sport, and they trusted that the 
Tailteann Games would be a great sudcess. 

Professor W. F. Thrift, F.,T.C.D.,  suap- 
ported the resolution, and expressed the hope 
on behalf of Trinity College that the Games 
would be a great success. They should all 
support the project as far as they possibly 
could and endeavour to make it a success.

The resolution was passed unanimously.

These districts, he explained, ‘would be 
Blackrock, Bray, Dalkey, Kingstown, and 
Howth Urban Councils; Rathdown (No. 2), 
Killiney, Balrothery, Celbridge (No. 2), North 
and South Dublin Rural District Councils, 
and Balbriggan Town, | 

Speaking to the resolution, the Lord Mayor 
said that the institution which he represented, 
if it was not wiped out of existence before 
the Aonach took place—(laughter)—would do 
what it could towards the success of the 
Tailteann Games. 

Mr. J. P. MacCabe, Chairman of the Black- 
rock Urban Council, seconded the resolution.

Fournier D’Albe’s confidence is unshaken} by 
that fact. ty 

Asked to give some indication of the lines 
along which a solution of the problem would 
ve found, and the central principle which 
might be expected to guide the meaker of ithe 
hrst successful sending and receiving sets, the 
inventor said :— I

(t.e., light broken up into flashes), as in my 
optophone for actuating the wireless trans- 
mission. As | stated yesterday, the problem 
is how to send signals representing dots; at 
the rate of not less than 200,000 per ‘second 
and then sort out those messages at the re- 
ceiving end, so as to reconstruct; your moving 
picture.

Dr. Fournier D’Albe is a firm believer in 
the advantages of the selenium cell over its 
rival, the photo-electric cell, which also—to 
put it roughly—turns light into 
Other experimenters have discarded selenium 
as too slow in its response to light for the 
purpose of motion photography. That, said 
the Professor, arises, in my opinion, from a 
misapprehension of how selenium acts. As a 
matter of fact, it responds to light instantly, 
by which I mean that its conductivity is 
instantly increased when light: falls upon it, 
but its maximum response is not reached for 
an appreciable space of time. If your 
apparatus is sensitive enough “to use the 
response at its birth selenium forms an ideal 
substance ‘for ~yansmission. What would 
actually happen then in a television camera 
would be something like this: A moving 
image of, say, the finish of the Derby would 
be thrown by a lense in flashes numbering 
200,000 a second upon a set of selenium cells 
These cells would transform the flashes into 
minute electrical impulses, which, passing 
through the ether in the form of waves, 
would be picked up by a wireless receiver 
The process would then be reversed, the waves 
being turned back into light flashes, which, 
when thrown upon a screen, would recreate 
the moving image a hundred or more miles 
distant. 

The “ moon-element,’’ as selenium has been 
called, because there is so much of it in the 
moon. was discovered a hundred years ago 
but thought little of. Fifty years later its 
astonishing properties were discovered quite 
by accident in the remote Irish-speaking island 
of Valentia.

THE DUTY OF THE IRISH 
. PUBLIC. 


The Department of ‘Agriculture and Techni- 
cal Instruction in Ireland, have issued a poster, 
in which they state the. duty of the public m 
the Free State if view of the serious outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease in Great Britain. 
The Department are doing all that they can 
to prevent the introduction of the disease to 
Ireland, and they ask the public to assist them 
by observing the following precautions :— 

“(a) By avoiding when in Great Britain any 
locality in which the disease exists; (6) by 
getting. themselves and their clothing disin- 
fected at the Irish ports when returning to 
this country; (c) by destroying at once all 
material used in the packing of imported 
goods; (d) hy ceasing to import dogs, foxes, 
hares, rabbits, and poultry, and (unless abso- 
Intely necessary) horses from any part of 
Great Britain. 

‘They can help to minimise losses:—(a) By 
kegping a strict watch for any symptoms of 
the disease among their live stock, particularly 
any that afe being sent to a fair or market or 
on a railway journey; (b) by promptly report- 
ing any suspicious case to the nearest Garda 
Siochana; and (c) by keeping; not only the 
suspected animal, but all the rest of their 
‘stock, for the veterinary examination which 
will follow the report. 7

MR. HILAIRE BELLOC’S VIEW. 


In a special number of The Challenge, the 
English Church newspaper, Mr. Hilaire Belloc 
contributes the following to a symposium on 
Church Reunion :— 

““ Communion between the English Church 
and the Church of Rome would seem to con- 
cern the Hierarchy rather than a layman in 
the latter: but, ior what it is worth, my 
judgment is that the problem is essentially 
insoluble becausd its terms are ambiguous. 
Any formula put forward in the discussion 
uses the word “Church , in. two senses, and 
oí two things of different genus: as though 
one should use the word ' House ' in ' House 
of Lords’ identically with the same word in 
“ Power Homse.' 

“The Church of England, as we all know 
it, is # national institution the unity (and 
therefore the esserftial principle) of which de- 
pends, not upon strict doctrinal definition nor 
upon submission to particular authoritative 
exponents of such doctrine, but upon the 
unity of the English people: so that even 
those an cOmmunion with jt elsewhere must 
derive from an original English body. 

“ But the Church of Rome is a moral in- 
stitution absolute, having no essential] con- 
nection with any temporal! organisation what- 
soe\er, inn or racial, and having fo? its 
essential prigciple of unity a strict body of 
doctrine and submission to authoritative ex- 
ponents of the same. I see no parallelism and 
Fo approximation in kind,”

in connection with a strike of bread servers in 
Londonderry in September last. Counsel for 
the appellant said that his client was guilty of 
the offence, but sought a mitigation of the 
penalty. The police evidence was that the ap- 
pellant was the leader of a picket. He upset 
a hand-cart containing two dozen loaves, and 
when the grin spoke to him he said: ‘* This 
is peaceful picketing. You have no right to 
interfere. We are out for a certain purpose.”’

Sir,—The problem of meeting the demands 
for. compoiinded arrears of rent is one for very 
serious consideration by many unpurchased 
tenants at the present time, wnen the return 
from farming is the Jowest on record for many 
years. Many have no ready money to meet 
the demands, while, on thé other hand, all 
the atrears must. be cleared off before the 
appointed day. Now, the appointed day 
marks the beginning of the main benefits ol 


day would be against the interests of the 
tenants. Delay in the discharge of the 
arrears is, therefore, to be avoided, and exten-

It is sad to see all the 
ready money being drained out of the country 
at a time when the farmers can sc ill afford it.

These modern effigies of Shake 
speare’s immortal fiction possess his introspec- 
tion and egotism without. the razor intellect 
that should also to be there if they are to 
become any more than disfigured caricatures 
of greatness.
